4.  CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

There  have  been  no  causes  of  sickness  calling  for  special  attention. 

The  year  on  the  whole  has  been  a  healthy  one. 

The  heavy  incidence  of  Diphtheria  was  due  to  large  families  being  infected  owing  to  the  first  case 
not  being  medically  attended. 

5.  SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS 

AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

(a)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

One  district  nurse  provided  by  the  Sudbury  and  Ballingdoti  branch  of  the  Suffolk  Nursing 
Association. 

Local  Authority  gives  no  subsidy. 

There  is  no  home  nursing  provided  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

(h)  MIDWIVES. 

One  practising  in  the  district  provided  by  the  Sudbury  and  Balliugdon  Branch  of  the  Suffolk 
Nursing  Association. 

One  practising  privately. 

No  subsidy  given  by  Public  Health  Authority. 

fc)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

There  is  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  under  the  WTst  Suffolk  County  Council  and 
attended  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  is  also  a  School  Clinic  run  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  of  the  County. 

There  are  no  Day  Nurseries,  Tuberculosis  or  Venereal  Centres  in  the  Town. 

fd)  HOSPITALS  provided  or  subsidi.sed  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the  County  Council. 

1.  Tuberculosis.  The  Bury  Saint  Edmunds  vSanatorium  admits  cases  from  the  Town  and  is 

provided  by  the  County  Council.

4.  Fever  Hospital  situated  in  the  Borough.  Has  two  wards  only,  each  holding  eight  beds. 
These  are  used  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  or  Erysipelas  as  occasion  arises. 

The  enlargement  of  this  hospital  which  is  su{)ported  by  the  Borough  Council  is  under  con¬ 
sideration. 

5.  Smallpox  Hospital.  There  is  none  available  for  the  Town. 

6.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases  a  horse  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the  Borough  Council. 

(h)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  a  motor  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society.  Suffolk  Branch,  at  Bury  Saint  Edmunds  16  miles  away  and  this  can 
be  hired,  a  charge  of  one  shilling  and  three-pence  per  mile  being  made.  This  charge 
may  be  reduced  for  necessitious  cases. 

For  accident  cases  a  police  stretcher  is  all  there  is  available. 

6.  LABORATORY  WORK. 

Examination  of  Diphtheria  swabs  and  vSputa  for  Tuberculosis  is  made  at  the  Laboratory, 
maintained  by  the  County  Council  in  Bury  Saint  Edmunds. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  held  by  me  and  is  issued  immediately  it  is  asked  for  by  the  local  Medical 
Men. 


7.  BYE-LAWS. 


There  are  no  Bye-laws.  This  sometimes  renders  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  rather  difficult.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  is  ample  milk  supply  in  the  Town,  of  a  good  cjuality. 

Epidemic  Infantile  Diarrhoea  is  of  rare  occurence. 

The  dairies  and  cow  sheds  are  kei)t  in  fair  <mder,  but  are  not  in  good  situations,  being  in  most 
cases  surrounded  by  dwelling  houses. 

The  Model  Regulations  made  in  August,  190b,  are  in  force. 

BAKK  HOUvSPLS. 

There  are  fifteen  bakehouses  in  the  Town.  No  breaches  of  regxilations  were  found  when  visited. 
There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  Town.

1.  Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  suri>rise  visits  occasionally. 

2.  There  is  no  public  abattoir  so  insj^ection  cannot  be  carried  out  in  any  other  way.  A  i)ublic 
abattoir  is  very  desirable.
